A Canadian paper has been oonduo

Of the 910 persons who expressed 
an opinion 800 favored and 110 opposed 
the proposition. Most of the answers 
came from Nova Scotians, who -were al- 
most unanimous in favor of annexation, 
and those of Ontario and Quebec gave a 
majority of nearly two to one that way.

COXFEDEKATE BOKDS. 


The San Francisco Chronicle eayi i 


ia stated on good authority that abou 
$450,000,000 in Confederate bonds anc 
similar securities are held or controlled 
by a syndicate in London, and that this 
combination ia making careful and far 
reaching plans for realizing somethinj 
on them. Every year or two we hear 
the same, sometimes in one form, some- 
times in another. It is well known that 
the greater" part of the Confederate loan 
is held in England and it is natural tha 
its holders should desire to realize some- 
thing from it; but it may be feared tha 
the committee from the syndicate on 
ways and means has a difficult task be 
fore it. 


There are several trifling obstacles in 


the way of securing the payment of this 
loan. In the first-place the Government 
which created it, the Confederate States 
of America, bos passed out of existence 
The finger of fate was drawn across the 
slate on which was mapped oat the Con/ 
federaoy, and it disappeared forever 
The Confederate States became as ex- 
tinct as the megatherium and left BO 
successor, charged with the duty o: 
winding up its affairs or paying its 
debts. 


In the second place the bonds, as the] 


are generally understood to have been 
drawn, are not due yet. They were 
made payable a certain time after the 
independence of the Confederate States 
should be gained, and after the recogni 
tion of the Confederacy as a Government 
by the United States of America. Grant 
and Appomat'tox postponed that date in- 
definitely and adjourned the Confederate 
States sine die. The only recognition 
ever given the Confederacy was that of a 
portion of the Union standing in armed 
rebellion against the Government, and 
tbe extreme limit of concession on the 
part of the United States was to treat 
them as enemies and not as traitors; to 
admit them to the rights of beligerents, 
and to admit their maintaining, for that 
purpose, a de facto government. 


Tbe maker of these bonds, the South- 


ern Confederacy, having passed abso- 
lutely out of existence, and the condi- 
tion of the bonds being impossible oi 
fulfillment, to whom can the holders ol 
them look for payment ? 
They ore 


ready with their answer—that they will 
look to the Government of the United 
States; and they attempt to justify their 
claim by the sophism that as, in con- 
templation of law, the seceding States 
never did secede, but were always a 
part of the Union, the United States is 
equitably bound to pay the debt created 
by the "wayward sisters." 


Saoh a claim is, of course, purely fal- 


lacious, but if it could be made to Con- 
gress on equitable grounds, and tha in- 
fluence of the Solid South should be- 
come sufficiently strong, there is no 
knowing what that erratic body might 
not be inclined to do. Happily, how- 
ever, it would, were it disposed to such 
action, find itself circumscribed by the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Federal 
Constitution, which positively prohibits 
the United States from assuming or pay- 
ing any debt or obligation incurred in 
aid of rebellion or insurrection against 
the United States, and makes all such 
obligations illegal and void. 


With this lion iu the path it may be 


assumed that the holders of the Confed- 
erate bonds will not seriously indulge in 
the hope of the payment of their claims 
by the United States; and they might as 
well frame their evidences of indebted- 
ness and preserve them as companion 
pieces to the bonds issued by the Tioh- 
ttorne claimant, for one set will be paid 
just aboat as soon as the other. 


A Washington special says: Charles 


Williams, the widely known war corre- 
spondant of the 
London Chronicle, 


visited Washington last week for tbe 
purpose of seeing General Sheridan, 
who unfortunately, was absent from the 
city.

{.THE JUMWICAS PARTY. 


A Claim that *« Already DM a Mill- 


ion a»«l » Half nember*. 


PHILADELPHIA, August 21.—The Press 


to-morrow will say: The old war-cry of 
the Enow-Nothing party, "America for 
Americans," will again be raised iu the 
Presidential campaign of 1888 by the 
new American party, which has come 
forth, like Lazarus, from the tomb of 
old. 
The projectors of the renewed 


movement say, however, that the Enow- 
Nothing movement never was dead, and 
that—with its objectionable 
features 


lopped off—it still lives. During the 
celebration of tbe Constitution's centen- 
nial in this city, a preparatory Conven- 
tion will be held, at which delegates 
from thirty-eight States will be present. 


The call for this Convention has al 


ready been drafted by a body known as 
the American National Committee, com- 
posed of some twenty or thirty men. 
Although this committee has been work- 
ing very quietly, they have been for 
over a year in active correspondence 
with more or less prominent people 
throughout tbe country, and have laid 
the foundation for a solid party organi- 
zation. They claim among their num- 
bers over 1,500,000 people, members 
of societies whose purpose it is to incul- 
cate purely American ideas, some ol 
which are a survival of some of the 
Enow-Nothing organizations. 


General Master Workman Powderly 


is a prominent member of this new 
party, and has given utterance more 
than once to the principles that this new 
party propose to stand on. 


These principles all start from one 


central idea—the restriction of immigra- 
tion. The September Convention will 
devote itself to formulating a scheme to 
effect a thorough organization of State, 
county and township committees, and 
will call a convention to be held next 
July, probably in this city, when candi- 
dates for President and Vice President 
and State tickets will be put in the 
field. 


Arrested lor Murder. 


SALT LAKE, August 23.—Aikman & 


Jnnor have large herds of sheep in 
Matheur, Oregon. Their herders have 
been frequently shot at by the cattle- 
men. Last September one of their 
herders, Samuel Rich, disappeared, and 
it was supposed be had run off and sold 
3,000 sheep in his care. Now one 
Haines, ^formerly an employe of John 
Strode, one of the wealthiest cattlemen 
1n Ada county, Idaho, says that last 
Summer he was working in Strode's 
camp, on the Mathenr, in Oregon, and 
the said Rich was herding sheep in the 
valley. Strode and an employe named 
Thurmen, were on the bVow 'of a hill 
shooting at Rich, who did not realize 
their purpose, but kept going towards 
them. When within forty feet of them 
Thurman fired on him with a needle 
gun and Strode with a revolver. Rich 
threw up his hands, crying, ' 'I'm shot 
shot, shot!" 


Haines ran back t? the camp and 


found his needle gun smoking and hot. 
He has been in deadly fear ever since, 
as Strode has tried to find out what he 
knew about the matter. He always 
evaded his questions. Last week, after 
a number of trials had been made to get 
him to tell about it, Haines told the 
whole story to Daniel Brow, a detective, 
and took him to the place, where they 
found a hip boue, one leg, an upper 
arm bone, the spinal column with the 
ribs torn off, one foot, shoes, part of a 
coat, overalls, etc., alleged to be the re- 
mains of Rich and his apparel. A bullet 
hole was through the left breast, and 
the flesh was all devoured by animals. 
The remains were gathered up and taken 
to Caldwell, Idaho, on Sunday morning. 
The officers ran across Strode and Thur- 
man in Caldwell, who had been to 
Boise for supplies, and arrested both on 
a warrant for murder.

They aay that tbe 
country in that vicinity has been so 
broken up by tbe late earthquakes that 
traveling is almost impossible,and stock- 
men have the greatest difficulty in 
gathering 
their cattle. Earthquakes 


occur daily, and the ground ia so out up 
with fissures that a person cannot move 
except in the day time and on foot. 
Thousands of springs have been created, 
and there is an abundance of water in 
places where it has huheito been a scarce 
article. This party reports having seen 
the investigating party lately sent out 
from Tombstone, and that they are all 
well. 


SIBBBA VALLEY. — The boring of ar- 


tesian wells in Sierra Valley has been 
attended with success, and some heavy 
producing ones have been found. This 
will guarantee a heavy increase iu 
the acreage of cultivated lands nexl 
season. There has been considerable 
sickness in the valley this season in the 
shape of intermittunt (ever, and a num- 
ber of deaths have occurred. The crops 
are looking exceedingly well, and every- 
body is in excellent spirits. Quite a 
number from this valley will attend the 
Fair at Reno, and an exhibit of some ol 
its products will also be sent here. The 
schools are still running and are well 
attended. Beckwith is building up this 
season, and now boasts of being tbe 
metropolis of that portion of 
the 


country, having a population of 25. 
Butter making is the leading industry, 
and a large amount of it is produced. 
The entire population is going to attend 
a pionio in Grizzly Valley where hunt- 
ing and fishing is said to be good.
